Associate  Degree  Nursing  Fund 

In  1983,  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation.  Inc.,  established  this 
endowment  to  help  the  College  fund  an  Associate  Degree  Nursing  curriculum.

Endowment  for  Excellence  Fund 

Earnings  from  this  endowment  help  assure  the  best  instruction,  equipment  and 
technology  for  students  at  RCC.  Your  contribution  is  invested  and  earnings  ore 
allocated  according  to  the  needs  at  the  College,  or  you  may  specify  how  the 
earnings  may  be  used. 

Endowed  Scholarship  Fund 

Each  year,  more  than  fifty  RCC  students  depend  on  these  scholarships  for 
financial  support.  The  money  may  be  used  for  tuition,  books,  day  core  or  other 
expenses  that  students  incur  while  attending  college.  Any  initial  contribution  is 
appreciated  and  invested.  When  contributions  total  $3,000,  the  fund  is  fully 
endowed  and  a  scholarship  is  awarded  annually.  An  endowed  scholarship  is 
perpetual  and  is  often  established  in  honor  or  in  memory  of  an  individual.
